Commission Postpones Action On 


Proposed Purchase Of Heavy Equipment 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education met on Tuesday, July 24, 
in Elba and adopted new district 
school lines that will affect students 
in the northeast corner of Coffee 
County. 

The closing of New Hope School 
led to the changing of district lines, 
and under the new plan the former 
New Hope students will attend either 
Zion Chapel or New Brockton. 

The New Brockton school district 
will now extend up Highway 167 to 
County Road 60; over to Cole’s 


Bridge and across County Road 36 to 
the Dale County line. The area north 
of the new boundary will be in the 
Zion Chapel district. 

“The change will only add 7-10 


students to New Brockton,"’ said 
Supt. John W. Vaughan, ‘‘and it will 
not have a major impact on the 
length of existing bus routes. Any 
student in the county system may 
attend another county school by 
simply meeting another bus at a 
routine stop, so the new district lines 
will not create any problems.’ 

The closing of New Hope also 
created the possibility of a number of 
students entering school in another 
county; however, the board dis- 
cussed taking action to eliminate 
such a problem. 

The possibility of the students 
going to school in Ariton is made 
more likely because of a Dale County 
school bus that runs a route in a

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Unemployment Rate Edges 


Upward In During June 


As expected, Alabama's 
unemployment rate advanced 
temporarily over the month, accord- 
ing to William R. Heatherly, director 
of the Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations. The June rate 
measured 10.8 percent, up from 10.4 
percent in May, but still well below 
the rate of 13.7 percent recorded a 
year ago. June's 10.8 percent rate 
represented 194,200 unemployed, 
compared to 185,500 in May, and 
244,400 a year ago. 

Although monthly employment 
advances in the wage and salary 
employment component of the 
economy totalled 12,400, declines in 
agricultural employment, coupled 
with the influx of summer jobseekers 
into the labor force, temporarily

pushed the June unemployment rate 
upward, In the wage and salary 
component, the most significant over 
-the-month increases were 2600 in 
construction and 10,500 in a 
federally-funded summer employ- 
ment program for economically dis- 
advantaged youth. 

On the national level, the com- 
parable rate advanced from 7.2 
percent in May to 7.3 percent in 
June. 


Heatherly said he expected 
July's unemployment rate to con- 
tinue to reflect the influx of summer 
jobseekers into the labor market, 
resulting in higher unemployment

Supt. Vaughan stated he would 
meet with the Dale County Supt. of 
Education to discuss the matter, and 
told the ‘board it could stop the bus 
from entering the county simply by 
form of a motion.

No bid was received on coal and it 
was decided a contract would be 
negotiated. The county schools use 
approximately 2500 tons of coal 
annually. 

The low bid on milk products was 
received from Barber's, who was 
awarded the contract. Also bidding 
was Dairy Fresh and Flavor Rich. 
Items included on the bid were whole 
milk, skim milk, chocolate milk, 
buttermilk and orange juice. 


Empire was the low bidder on 

propane gas and was awarded the 
contract. The only other bid came 
from Petrolane. 
A yacation policy was adopted 
that will give all employees on a 
12-month contract weeks 
vacation in addition to 10 individual 
holidays. The holidays include 
Independence Day, Labor Day, 
Columbus Day, Veterans Day, 
Thanksgiving, Christmas (two days), 
New Year’s Day, Memorial Day and 
Washington's Birthday. 

A school calendar was also 
adopted which, as required, will 
include 175 days in the classroom 
The first full day of class will be 
Auenst 23, with the final day set for 
May 30.

McDonald’s has torn down the San Ysidro, California, restaurant that was 
the scene of a massacre that killed 21 people last week. Even though the 
company had no way of preventing the tragedy, the pressure was on them to 
do something. We salute their decision, and suspect it will be good for the 
company in the long run. The cost of destroying the restaurant is high, but 
fortunately the company is large and can absorb the loss, where it would have 
ruined a smaller firm that had only one or two locations. 


Miss America resigned this week and a runner-up has taken her place. The 
whole thing started when a smart publicist for Penthouse magazine 
announced they were publishing some nude photos of the reigning Miss 
America. Indications are that they ain't just nudes like the world-renowned 
artists portray in their art works, but nudes that are typical for the girlie 
magazines. The announcement of the forthcoming pictures caused Miss 
America to resign, but it also caused 2500 copies to sell in a matter of hours in 
a New York newsstand. We don't know how they are selling in Alabama, 
because we can’t find any local magazine dealer who sells them. 


There are elections Tuesday in Elba, New Brockton and Enterprise. There 
are fewer candidates, and of course fewer races to be decided in this election, 
but this doesn’t make them any less important. We will be there voting, and 
urge you to do so also. Either vote or don't waste time belly-aching about the 
decisions of those who are elected. 


The weather is hot this time of year and a lot of would-be fishermen are 
finding excuses not to get out in the weather. We share the dread for the hot, 
still air, but would like to point out that those fish have still got to eat, and the 
weather is nice early in the morning and late in the afternoon. If anything, it 
is better in the morning when it is actually cool until about 7 a.m., and fishing 
is comfortable until eight o'clock, or sometimes later. Lucky fishermen can 
catch a mess of fish before dark even if they don’t start until six or after. . . 
that is, most of the time. 


We read an interesting article this week on electing and re-electing 
presidents. The study indicated the chances of a sitting president or his party 
winning the office again based purely on the state of the economy. It went 
back to 1948, and apparently the magic turning point is 3.3 percent economic 
growth because the 1972 election was won on a 3.3 percent growth, and the 
1976 election was lost on the same percentage. Use of that indicator gives 
Ronald Reagan a head start in the race because real economy growth now 
stands at an estimated 5.6 percent. This figure is the highest since Johnson 
won in 1964 with over 61 percent of the vote. We are going to save that little 
chart and see how long it holds before some politician stumps his toe and 
messes up the computers. 


We have some strong opinions on the teacher-testing, particularly the testing 
of new graduates. Our opinion is to continue the tests, improve them and 
figure out some way to discover if a graduate will be a good teacher, even if 
he-she did pass the knowledge test. The lawsuit filed by Alabama State 
University charging discrimination against Blacks makes no sense. If there is 
true discrimination against college grads (we don’t see how), then it should 
show up glaringly among Black grads of the other universities. We would 
rather see Alabama State take steps to improve the education measures than 
to see them waste money and undermine the support they so badly need to 
survive in this day of declining enrollment.

FREEZING OKRA 

Okra is so good in the winter. 
Don't ruin it by not blanching. I’ve 
had several telephone calls asking 
how to freeze okra. Select tender 
pods. Wash. Blanch 3 minutes in 
boiling water. Chill and pack. 

Okra can be mealed and frozen 
for frying this way. After blanching 
for 3 minutes, chill in the freezer on a 
cookie sheet. When rather firm, slice 
and meal, Return to cookie sheet, 
one layer deep and finish freezing; 
then pack in container for long time 
storage. Be sure to leave the cap on 
the okra during blanching.

Plastic Check : Mode Of 1980's 


[From un article by R. Douglas 
Easters Jr., in ‘The Atlanta Journal 
AND CONSTITUTION,’ Monday, 
July 2, 1984] 


The plastic bank card you carry in 
your wallet or purse will be your 
retail checkbook in a future payment 
system that already is beginning to 
take shape in America. In the 1980's 
we are getting acquaintad with the 
concept of a ‘*plastic check’’ - using 
a bank card instead of a check to 
debit, or withdraw money from, an 
account with a financial institution 
and pay bills electronically. 

The debit card, when used with a 
secret, four-digit personal identifica- 
tion code, serves the same purpose 
as a signature does on a paper check. 

Today an ATM (automatic teller 
machine) is used on the average of 
200 times daily .. . and has brought 
a significant reduction in the number 
of checks written for cash. 

To facilitate even greater use and 
acceptance of ATM's, overcome 
legal restrictions in some states and 
develop economies of scale, financial 


institutions have begun sharing 
ATM's with one another. The com- 
puter systems that are being 


developed to electronically switch 
these ATM transactions from one 
bank to another will be capable of 
supporting a similar type of transfer 
at the retailer's cash register, 
automated fuel dispenser or ticket 
dispenser to debit the consumer's 
bank account and credit the 
merchant's account for a sale. 

In the new payment system, you 
could leave for work in the morning 
with only your bank card in your 
pocket and stop by the convenience 
store for a cup of coffee, some 
gaoline and $10 in cash for lunch and 
parking - handling all these trans- 
actions with your debit card, 

While at work, you could have 
your paycheck deposited to your 
account electronically. Then on your 
way home you might stop at the 
supermarket and use your card in the 
ATM there to check your bank 
account balance, transfer funds to 
your savings account, pay your 
telephone bill and withdraw $25 in 
cash. After completing your 
shopping, you could pay the bill by 
again using your debit card at the 
cash register. 

None of these transactions would 
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involve writing a check and going 
through the process of getting it 
approved. All this would be done 
through the ATM or card reader - 
automatically. 

Future electronic terminals could 
pre-authorize loans for major pur- 
chases, issue insurance policies or 
airline tickets, allow customers to 
place orders at a fast-food store and 
pay for self-service gasoline without 
waiting for an attendant. 

Merchants benefit because per- 
sonnel costs are reduced, risks of 
bad checks or stolen credit cards are 
eliminated and costs of handling 
checks, credit cards or even cash are 
greatly reduced. This can affect the 
cost to consumers.

The pro- 
posed action involves the ultimate 
construction of seven stagefields for 
the flight training of helicopter 
pilots. Each stagefield will require 
approximately ISO acres of land 
which will be purchased in fee. Noise 
easements will be acquired on land 
surrounding the stagefields to 
mitigate noise impacts from heli- 
copters flying over the land. The 
stagefield sites are located in south- 
east Coffee County and in northwest 
Geneva County, both in Alabama. 

2. of Action. The seven 
stagefields are required to enable 
the government to accomodate 
increased student pilot flight train- 
ing projected for the future. It is not 
possible to increase pilot flight 
training with the present facilities. 

3. Alternatives Considered. Al- 
ternativés to the proposed action 
which were considered include: 

a. More intensive use 
existing stagefields. This alternative 
was eliminated from further con- 
sideration because additional aircraft 
traffic saturation of the airlanes at 
existing stagefields above present 
use would intensify air traffic beyond 
acceptable safety limits. 

b. Training at other existing 
federally owned facilities. This al- 
ternative was eliminated from 
further consideration because it is 
not in the best interest of the 
Government due to the interrelation- 
ship of the total aviation training 
which should be accomplished at one 
installation. 

c. Use of existing sites 
currently owned by Fort Rucker, AL, 
but not being used.

d. No action. The No Action 
alternative would prevent environ- 
mental impacts from occurring;

flight training could not be 
accomplished. 

e. A total of twenty-nine sites 
were evaluated for use as stage- 
fields. Eight of the sites were 
determined to be unacceptable for 
development as stagefields for 
engineering reasons. Impact of 
noise pollution and environmental 
and cultural impacts were con- 
sidered in eliminating 14 additional 
sites. 

4. Environmental Impact of 
the Proposed Action: It has been 
determined that the proposal would 
not constitute an action significantly 
affecting the quality of the human 
environment. Accordingly the 
Commander, Fort Rucker, has 
decided not to prepare an Environ- 
mental Impact Statement (EIS) 
under the National Environmental 
Policy Act of 1969 (PL 91-190). 
Reasons for the decision not to 
prepare such a statement are as 
follows: 

a. Adverse noise impact, if 
any, will be mitigated by acquisition 
of noise easements surrounding each 
stagefield. 

b. Prime farmlands will be 
impacted by action, however, select- 
ion of any one of the twenty-nine 
sites would have resulted in the 
conversion of prime farmland to 
non-agricultural use.

Electric Co-op Meeting 


Some 3,500 persons were in 
attendance at the 1984 annual 
membership meeting of Covington 
Electric Cooperative, held in the 
Andalusia Municipal Stadium the 
evening of July 26, which included: 

Election of two members of the 
Board of Trustees; reports on 
Covington Electric operations; 
recognition of eight long-term em- 
polyees; free entertainment, and the 
awarding of more than 30 attendance 
prizes. 

Martin Moates, Enterprise Rt. 4, 
and Royce Stephenson, Samson, 
were re-elected to three-year terms 
on the Board of Trustees, represent- 
ing Districts V and VI, respectively. 

Eight long-term employees were 
presented certificates of appreciation 
for having completed from 20 to 25 
years of service with Covington 
Electric, including: Mary Blackwell, 
Brantley (cashier and office 
manager, Brantley area office); R.R. 
Johnson, Co-op president, reported 
on steps taken to provide high 
quality service to Covington Electric 
members, pointing out that during 
1983, over $1.1 million had been 
invested in re-building and 
improving power lines, and in re- 
clearing power line rights of way. 

He also discussed a recently- 
completed long-range study to 
determine the needs of the 
Covington Electric system during the 
next 20 years, and detailed 
improvements scheduled for the next 
two years. 

Johnson reported that the 
Cooperative had not had to increase 
its rates since late 1981, and 
announced that no rate increase was 
anticipated during 1984. He added it 
was hoped Covington Electric could 


maintain its existing rates well into 
1985, or beyond. 

General Manager John E. Hill 
discussed the **territorial 
assignment’’ Act adopted by the 
Alabama Legislature earlier this 
year, and its potential impact on 
Covington Electric. 

He stated that while the Act is 
now in the courts to ‘“‘test’’ its 
constitutionality, if the legislation is 
upheld by the courts, the 
Cooperative possibly stands to lose 
several hundred consumers through 
sales of lines and consumers to other 


power supply systems under 
provision of the Act. 
Hill added that the overall 


purpose of the bill was to clear up as 
many existing situations of duplicat- 
ing power lines as possible, to 
eliminate most future duplication, 
and to enable each electric power 
supplier in the state to know with 
certainty the areas it would be 


responsible for serving in the future. 


He also reported that 1984 sales 
were running slightly ahead of a year 
ago, and that Covington Electric 
had, since June of 1981, made 
“Energy Resources Conservation”’ 
loans totaling over $245,000, to 130 
Cooperative members. 

John Bass, Andalusia Rt. | was 
recognized as the oldest person 
present, and an electric blanket was 
presented to him as a prize. Mr. 
Bass is 94. 

At the conclusion of the business 
session, a used (1975 model) pick-up 
truck, and some 30 other attendance 
prizes were awarded. Each 
Covington Electric member 
attending received a free light bulb, 
and some aids to more effective 
energy utilization.

Attorney General Rulings To 


Affect All Counties In State 


The Alabama Criminal Justice 
Information Center should not main- 
tain records of Class (e 
misdemeanors and other ‘‘non- 
serious offenses’’ in its criminal 
offender record information system, 
Attorney General Charles A. 
Graddick said recently. In an opinion 
issued to Criminal Justice 
Information Center Director Larry 
Wright, Graddick said the system 
should contain only criminal offenses 
classified as Class A, B and C 
felonies and Class A and B mis- 
demeanors. The Alabama Criminal 
Justice Information Center 
maintains a criminal offender record 
information system to assist state 
criminal justice agencies. 

Other opinions issued recently by 
the Attorney General included: 

--A person must be under arrest for 
driving under the influence of intoxi- 
cating liquors before he or she can 
consent for a chemical test to 
determine intoxication. 
--An elected official may not be 
appointed as a deputy registrar. 
--Agents and employees of the State 
Department of Revenue who are 
designated peace officers are 
entitled to subsistence pay.
